GOOD BARGAIN FOR STATE.

Opinion Expressed in Hartford Ex
penditure Slight in Comparison With
Receipts.

Some persons who are not given to
careful thought on public questions,
Dut are prone to jump at conclusions,
may be ulariucd because of the an-
nouncement that the state may have
to spend what seems like considerable
money to inako fit for use the bridge
ov&r tho Thamas. between Groton anc1
New London, which has been given to
tho state by the New Haven railroad,
the gift to be effective upon the com-
pletion by the railroad of a new struc-
ture to handle its train service.

The senate Tuesday received a re-
port from State Highway Commission-
er Bennett in which he suggested that
the trtato should expend about $76,000
in connection with the gift bridge. Of
this, $59,003 is required for the western
approach, $12,000 to pay the New Ha-
ven road for relocation of its tracks
on Winthrop street and $5,000 for an
underwater examination of the centerpir of the bridge, which has a tenden-
cy to settle.

Of course, to one who is unfamiliar
witn the situation it may appear that
a gift which involves so much expen
diture is an unloading process rather
than a kindness to the state, but noth
ing could be further from the truth.

The state appropriated $500,000 for
the construction of the highway bridge
over the Connecticut at Saybrook and
several hundred thousand dollars for
a similar bridge over the Connecticut
at East Haddam. No one questions the
need of these bridges or tte wisdom of
building them. There is as much or
even more need for a highway bridge
at New London. It isn't particularly
needed by either New London or Gro
ton, which now have a very satisfac
tor; ferry service that probably suits
their needs better than the bridge ever
will, but the bridge is needed by those
persons who use the trunk line high-
way along the shore. It is the only
crossing point on the Thames. From
early spring until winter, hundreds of
automobllists cress the stream evry
day at New London. At present they
nave to oe loaded on a ferryboat at
one side and unloaded at the other. All
day long in the automobile season this
ferryboat is literally crowded with au
tomobiles on every trip from morning
to night. No one who has not seen the
business can appreciate its volume. It
is of course an inconvenient arrange-
ment, although not as inconvenient as
that which existed at Saybrook, for the
simple reason that the ferry service is
immeasurably better.

So far as the money which the state
will have to expend is concerned, it is
so slight, in comparison to the benefit
gained, that it is scarcely worth con-
sidering. To build a new bridge, as
the state has done twice on the Con
necticut, would cost not half a million
douars, as was the case at Saybrook
but more than a million, perhaps as
much as a million and a half. If it
was necessary to build new, it is doubt
ful if the state would contemplate such
a thing tor years to come, when
therefore, it is considered that for an
investment of something approximat
ing $100,000. one-fift- h of what the
Saybrook bridge cost, the state can get
a plant that it would cost upwards of a
million to reproduce, one gets a differ
ent view of the situation.

The expenditures which the highway
commissioner proposes ure aosolutely
legitimate and necessary. The west
ern approach of the bridge is now over
a trestle and along an embankment of
made land, the track being carried over
the line of tne Central v ermont railway
by an overhead bridge. The present
approach is entirely apart from the
nignway and unsuitable for it. Nat
urally, when the New Haven puts its
bridgo further north it will alter its
approach, hence he necessity for action
by the state to secure its own ap
proach.

The suggestion that the center pivot
of the bridge has a tendency to eettle
need alarm no one. It has had the ten
dency for a decade and a half. That is
the reason why the railroad is going
to spend a couple of million or more of
dollars to build anew. The tendency
makes it advisable to abandon the
bridge for railway traffic, because of
the great weight of railroad trains
passing at high speed. The bridge
was formerly double tracked so that
two trains could pass, but on account
of the tendency to sink the tracks have
been gauntletted and only one train
uses tne structure at a time. However.
for trolley and vehicular traffic the
bridge is secure enough to last half a

Special Committee Makea Its Report
Cities Must Consider Problem.

Legislation designed to remedy thepresent conditions of waters in this
state to prevent their pollution in the
turure will bo introduced into the gen-
eral assembly, says the report of a
special committee of the state board
of health, which lias been making a
etudy of the problem, as authorized
oy tne assembly of two years ago.
The report was made public Wedi
nesday night.

The report, which is an exhaustiveone, covering nearly 150 printed pages,
and containing many photographs, and
charts, is signed by the committee:
Edward K. Root, Albert W. Phillips,
Lewis Sperry, Arthur J. Wolff, Louis
J-- Pons, J. Frederick Jackson and Jo-
seph H. Townsend.

In part, the report says: -- Though
we cannot say that the condition of
the rivers polluted s directly affecting
the health of any community we know
that in many instances it is oifensive
to the sense of decency and that it
threatens the existence of major fish
life which is a source of revenue anda means of sustenance to many hun-
dreds of citizens of this state. The
improvement of these conditions is
not impossible, nor would the expense
be excessive if remedial action is taken
in time; the longer it is delayed the
greater the cost will be."
Large Streams Not Much Affected.
After- - showing tables concerning

samples of water taken from many
streams in the state, the report says:
"The board concludes that with few
exceptions all the streams of the state
give evidence of pollution. In the case
of large streams like the Connecticut,
Thames aud Housatonic, the flow is
so large and the volume is increased
so greatly by the influx of salt water
at each tide, on those portions which
arc tidal, that the dilution is sufficient
for the present to take care of the
sewage and wastes from the different
cities on them, provided the outlets
discharge far enough out from the
shore to provide quick and adequate
mixing and dispersion of the wastes
and to permit their being carried away
by the tidal currents.

"Unfortunately, this condition is not
true of most towns," continues the
report. ' "Within the next few years
many towns wul be obliged to in
stall some kind of rolant and it is very
important that the typo of such in-
stallation should be passed on by the
state board, in order that the rights
of adjoining towns and the public at
large be protected. The streams
which extend beyond the borders of
the state into Massachusetts all show
signs of pollution."

Waste from Factories.
After discussing the pollution caused

by wastes from factories, etc., the re-
port says: "Connecticut is largely a
manufacturing state and on account
of the excellent waterpower available,
many of these industries are situated
on the rivers. These industries are
of great value to the state and no
action restricting them in the legiti-
mate use of the streams to dispose of
their wastes should be considered
when, however, their use of the stream
is such as to menace public health or
offend decency, there should be no hes-
itation in stopping it. The rights of
the public should be supreme at all
times. But the mistaken idea that the
interests of public health and manu-
facturing industries are diametrically
opposed should be dismissed. It has
been one of the greatest obstacles in
preventing the correction of pollution
of our streams. Each needs the as-
sistance of the other and they should
work hand in hand solving the prob-
lem."

RESPONDED FOR
TWO CHIMNEY FIRES

Department Was Called Out on Wed-
nesday Evening.

The second was at S.0S to No. 16
Rose street at Thamesville, a. house
occupied by a Polish family.

The. autocbemical from the central
station responded to each. For the
Thamesville call the chemical com-
pany from the West Main street sta-
tion also responded. A six sallon tank
of chemical was used in each case and
the damage from the fire was inconsid-
erable.

Elevator Tower at Groton Ship Plant.
New London Shin and Engine Co.,

has made contracts by which it will
have built at its Groton plant an ele-
vator tower and bridge connecting its
office building and shops. 'The office
building is on the hir! and ia reached
by long flights of steps. It is planned
to build a tower in which an elevator
will run so that the evelator when
at full- height will be on a level with
the ground floor of the office building.
At- - this grade an enclosed bridge will
be constructed.

The tower will be 75 feet In height
and will riso above the machine shop
on the east side of this building.

Resume Work on Terminal.
Work that has been temporarily sus-

pended on the state terminal at New
London is expected to bo resumed in
a few days.

Cold weather ' caused its tem-
porary abandonment, largely owing to
the fact that the quarries wer shut
down, making it impossible to obtain
riprap and other stone. It is expected
that a conference of the contractors
and quarrymen will be held this week
with a view to beginning operations
on a large scale- - soon. Practically no
outside work has been carried on at
the terminal for several weeks.

Chimney Fire at I. C. Eecleston's,

The ordinances of the City of Nor-
wich provide that the owner or own-
ers, occupant or occupants, private
corporations, or any person having
care of any building or lot of land,
bordering on any street, square, or
public place within tho City, where
there is a sidewalk graded, or graded
and paved, shall cause to be removed
therefrom any and all snow, sleet and
Ice within three hours after the samo
shall have fallen, been deposited or
found, or within three hours after sun-
rise when the same shall have fallen in
the night season; also, that whenever
tho sidewalk, or any part thereof, ad-
joining any building or lot of land, or
any street, square or public place shall
be covered with ice, it shall bo the
duty of the owner, or owners, occu-
pant or occupants, private corpora-
tion, or any person having the care oC
such building or lot to cause such side-
walk to be made safe and convenient
by removing the Ice therefrom, or cov-
ering the same with sand or soma
other suitable substance.

The failure to do so for two hours
during the daytime exposes the party
in default to the penalty provided by
the ordinances.

The ordinances also provide that-i-
case of violation of any of tha
foregoing provisions, or refusal or neg-
lect to comply with them, the party
violating them or not complying with,
them shall pay a penalty of five dollars
for every four hours of neglect, after
notice from any policeman of the city.

Tha ordinances also make it tha
duty of the Street Commissioner ta
collect all penalties incurred under tho
foregoing provisions, and if they ara
not paid to him on demand, to report
the case to the City Attorney, who
shall prosecute the party offending.

SHIFT FEEBLE-MINDE- D

TO STATE ASYLUMS.

Proposed Sill Would Take Them Out
of Almshouses.

A proposed act concerning tho re-
tention of - insane persons in alms-
houses was given hearing by the com-
mittee on humane institutions in Hart-
ford on Tuesday. It was urged in fa
vor of the measure, that while thereare elderly, persons whose minds have
been . weakened by old age may be
properly cared for m almshouses, that
the really insane, whether they be
feeble-minde- d or liable to become
dangerous, should receive expert treat- -
meiu, in order that a permanet or
complete cure might be effected. There
are now 500 insane people in the alms
houses of the state that ought to be
under treatment in the state hospitals
for the insane, and arrangements
should be made by an increase in the
size of the state institutions for their
accommodation. Insanity is a disease
and the place for a sick patient is in
an hospital, not an almshouse. In the
almshouse at tho present time there
are cripples, deaf and dumb, blind,
epileptics,. feeble-mind- ed and in-
sane, while tho almshouses should be
devoted solely to the care of the un-
fortunate poor. In many instances thepoor arc It was as-
serted that from an economical and
Christian . standpoint insane people,
even the mildly insane, should not be
retained in almshouses.

Dr. Edward D. Downs, president of
the state board of charities, appeared
in opposition. He could see nothing
of an economical nature in the meas-
ure, and many people went to the
almshouse for choice, and the women
found pleasure in working in the
gardens and the men in the fields.
Poor men also found pleasure in
smoking their pipes and enjoying the
exercise of sawing wood at will, and
chose the almshouse as home. In most
of these cases the inmates may be
lacking mentally; they might be class-
ed under this proposed bill as feeble-
minded or insane, and bundled away
to an insane retreat, away from their
friends in their home towns. There
are people in almshouses who are
there willingly, but would not want
to have the stigma of insanity upon
them, as it would have a detriment
affect upon their relatives, especially
their children and grandchildren. Only
ten per cent of the inmates of the
state hospitals are discharged as prac-
tically cured and nearly' all of these
are returned, and he considered the
present almshouse plan a-- s satisfac-
tory.

Mrs. Frank A Mitchell said that 460
inmates of the almshouses of the state
were old people,, physically weak and
unable to take their places in the
world, and it would be a hardship to
take these people away from their
home town and fri6nds, for no matter
how poor the pauper he has some
friend who make occasional calls.

Charity Commissioner Kellogg and
Clark Bailey of the Hartford charity
commission, also spoke in opposition to
the bill.

Must Make Returns on Drugs.
Deputy Collector of Internal Reve-

nue William H. Farrell desires to im-
press on dfuggists, physicians den-
tists, midwifes, veterinary surgeons
and hospitals, having narcotic drugs
on hand March 1, th necessity of
making an inventory of them and
swearing to its- - correctness by March
5, before a notary public. This In-
ventory must be made on paper of
good quality so that" it will endure
and must be kept pending the in-
spection by a federal officer. This is
most important, as failure to do so
will subject the delinquent to a pen-
alty. '

Collector Farroll has received
special notification . from Washington
in reference to this matter and the
necessity for making it clear to those
coming under the .provisions of the
an ti -- narcotic act, which went Into
effect March 1. Hospitals are espec-
ially notified that they are eubiect'to the law tile same as Individuals.

The renort of the Connecticut cukiny
for epileptics at Mansfield for the past
two years has been submitted to uov.
M H. Holcomb. Tho report of the su-
perintendent. Dr. Donald .. Koss: is in
part as follows:

Patients were first admitted to the
colony May 15, 1914, a few weeks less
than two years after the ground was
first broken- for the erection of ; the
wtud buildings. In the starting of the
colony the scheme for water supply,
sewage disposal, heating, etc., naci to
be worked out, and when this is taken
into consideration the period was not
long. I feel you are to be congratu-
lated that the colony has started under
such ' splendid preparation. What has
been done 'has been done well. The
most difficult period of the colony's
existence is already past.

Since the opening 69 patients, 33
male and 31 female, have been admit-
ted. Four patients, three male and
one female, have been discharged,
leaving a census of 65, 35 males and 30
females, at the end of the year. Of
those discharged, one was improved
and three unimproved.

We have not had to record any
deaths, and the general health of all
tho inmates has been good.

Of those admitted. 16 were under
the age of 20, 23 between 20 and 30,
five between 30 and 40, nine betVeen
40 and 50; seven were hemiplegics. In
13 the epilepsy has existed less than
ten years, in 56 the epilepsy has exist-
ed over ten years.

To care for the accidental wounds
and to perform the necessary surgical
procedures, a small room has been
equipped as an operation room. A
small laboratory has been equipped
and in connection with this ar medical
library has been started in a small
way, and it is hoped that both of these
may be added to regularly, as both are
of great assistance in doing good med-
ical work.

Patients Improve Property."
All patients physically able are re

quired to work, and since the opening
valuable work has been accomplished
by the patients, especially on the farm
and in improving the condition of the
grounds. Besides this work, patients
assist in the ward work, in dining
rooms, kitchen, laundry, sewing room,
etc.

In reference to employes, all ap
pointments have been made with the
approval of the state civil service com
mission, and I am pleased to record
tho prompt and valuable aid given by
tho commission in trying to secure the

conducted dental parlors at the cor-
ner of State and Main streets in New
London.

R. E. Beardsley of New
Britain, who formerly owned the par-
lors, and was at one time a dentist in
this city. The furniture and other
articles were removed and placed in
storage by the deputy sheriff.

The suit brought by Dr. Beardsley
is for breach of contract, claiming
$4,000 damages. Dr. Beardsley claims
that he sold his business including
furniture, fixtures and instruments
etc., to Dr. Abernethy for $2,500 on
condition that the defendant was to
pay $35 weekly.
